Judge Tracy Would License Own- 
ers.and Chauffeurs, and as Pun- 
ishment Revoke Their Permit. 


Judge Tracy of City Hall Police Court be- 
lieves he has solved the problem of pre- 
venting violations of the speed ordinance 
by automobilists, if the Municipal Assem- 
bly will enact legislation suggested by him. 

Judge Tracy would have all chauffeurs 
licensed, so that, as punishment, their li- 
censes could be revoked. He would also 
have all owners who run their own ma- 
chines qualify as chauffeurs and be Ii- 
censed, so that they could be reached by 
the same punishment. 

-He made these suggestions Monday after 
disposing of the case of Henry Benedict, 
chauffeur for Sam Hildreth, proprietor ot 
a racing stable at the Fair Grounds. Bene- 
dict, on the advice of his attorney, George 
B. Sidener, pleaded guilty and was fined $25 
for running his machine Friday night at 
a greater speed than permitted by the law. 
Policeman Stinger of the mounted district, 
who made an unsuccessful pursuit of the 
Hijdreth machine in the police depart 
ment’s automobile, testified that Benedict 
rau his machine at 50 miles an hour. 

“F think it would be a good plan,” said 
Judge Tracy to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“to have all drivers of automobiles li- 
censged. It’s of no use to merely fine the 
chauffeur when he runs too fast. He usu- 
ally does so at the request of the owner. 
The, owner ys the fine, which most of 
them can afford to do, and little good is 
done. 

“The chauffeur should be compelled to 
pass an examination as to his proficiency 
and should then be licensed. If the license 
ig taken away, the owner suffers the loss 
of his chauffeur and the chauffeur the loss 
of employment. 

“Owners often say they lost control of 
their machines when prosecuted for violat- 
ing the speed ordinance. The owner should 
be made to qualify as a chauffeur, if he 
wishes to run his own automobile, and 
should have a licensé as one. He could be 
punished then by revoking his license.

Warehouse Commissioners 
Answer in “Red Russian” 
Injunction. 


The State Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house commissioners charged, in Circuit 
Qourt Monday, that Thomas Akin and his 
associates are attempting to secure the as- 
sistance of the court in ‘“‘cornering’’ red 
winter wheat classed as No. 2. 
The charge was made in the answer of 
the commissioners, read by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hadley, to Akin’s suit against the 
commissioners and others to prevent the 
continued classification of red Russian, or 
coast, wheat as red Winter No. 2, on the 
ground that the Russian, or coast, wheat 
is inferior to the red winter wheat grown 
in the Mississippi valley. 
The commissioners charge that the order 
which Akins asks for, if granted by the 
court, would prevent the acceptance of 


more red Russian as No. 2, but would not 
prevent Akin and his associates from dis- 
posing of almost one million five hundred 
thousand bushels of red Russian, which 
they already hold in warehouses under 
classification as No. 2. 
They charge that Akin and his associates 
are trying to effect a ‘‘corner’ in No. 2 for 
May delivery, and that the injunction, if 
granted them, would enable them to create 
a monopoly. 

The answer was read in Judge Doug- 
las’ division, to which Judge Kinsey, who 
heard the original motion, ordered ‘the an- 
swer made in his absence. Akin alleges 
that prior to October last red Russian 
was not graded at No. 2 red winter, but 
that the commissioners at that time began 
to 90 grade it with the result that im- 
mense quantities were shipped in. 

He alleged that merchants and brokers 
were thus forced to accept red Russian 
at No. 2 red winter. He alleges a bellef 
that members of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, which is made a defendant in the 
Sult, contracted for the May delivery of 
a great deal of red winter, but owing to 
the scarcity of the Mississippi valley ar- 
ticle, they will be unable to fulfill ther 
contracts unless they can grade red Rus- 
sian as No. 2. 
The answer of the commissioners alleges 
that the total of red Russian wheat, grad- 
ed as No. 2, is about 2,000,000 bushels in St 
Louis and East St. Louis, and thay Akin 
and his asoc.ates hold almost all of it.

AERONAUT SAIL

Morton Collides With Telegraph

LOS ANGELES, -Cal., May 15.—William 
M. Morton, an aeronaut, was severely in- 
jured and had a narrow eseape from death 
at Chute’s Park by being dashed againet 
a telegraph pole as his balloon arose from 
the grounds.

MORO BAND IS BEING 
WIPED OUT BY WOOD 


American Semmanias Is in Per- 
sonal Charge of Force Which 
Has Killed 300 Natives. 


MANILA, May 15.—Gen. Leonard Wood 
is in perSonal command of detachments 
from the Fourteenth Cavalry, Seventeenth, 
T'wenty-second and ‘‘wenty-third Infantry, 
and native constabulary, which are now 
engaging a well-armed force of Moros un- 
der the outlaw Chief Pala, on the Island of 
Jolo.

ELECTRIC MOTORS. 

Mr. George H. Daniels of the New York Central, says that 
electric engines aré now building that will dtaw a train of Pull- 
man cars 83 miles an hour. 

Counting 10 stops, the 964 miles from New York to Chieago 
have been covered in less than 20 hours, which is a speed of 48 
miles an hour. If a speed of 83 miles an hour is possible on 
ordinary schedule, the time without stops will be 12 hours. 
Allowing for stops the time ought to be not more than 14 
hours. 

But electrical promises of high-speed locomotives have been 
made so often that the world is skeptical. Henry Villard 
was sure electricity would supersede steam within five years, 
but twice five years and more have passed sinée he made the 
prophecy. 

When an electric motor makes an habitual schedule speed 
of 83 miles an hour, we will think about discarding steam. Prom- 
ises meanwhile will be heard with interest and hope.

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VEILED MURDERESS 
DIES IN ASYLUM

Herietta Robinson Had Spent 
More Than Half a Century 
in Prison. 


NEWBURG, N. Y., May 15.—Henrietta 
Robinson, who many years ago acquired 
the title of the ‘‘veiled murderess,’’ died 
today in the Matteawan State Hospital for 
the insane criminals. ; 

The hospital records say that the woman 
was 78 years old, but she always claimed to 
be older, and. on Wednesday last, she said 
that she was 89 years old. The name Hen- 
rietta Robinson is assumed, but what her 
real name was has never been disclosed. 
She was convicted of the murder of Timo- 
thy Lonegan and his sister, Catherine 
Lubee in Troy, in 1838. It was then hint- 
ed that she came of a noble English fam- 
ily, and since then, in a moment of forget- 
fulness, she said royal blood was in her 
veins. She was frequently urged to tell 
her identity, but always refused, saying 
that she had kept the secret that she might 
as well let it die with her. It was during 
her trial that she gained the name of the 
“veiled murderess.'’ She had gone to Troy 
with the idea of getting a situation as 
teacher, but assumed a life of dissipation. 
She met Lonegan and Miss Lubee through 
dealing in his store, and, going there one 
day, she ordered drinks for all of them 


and in them put a poison from which they 
died. At the trial she hid her face with a 
heavy veil and neither her lawyer nor the 
court could induce her to remove it, except 
on one occasion for a brief moment when 
the jury saw a woman of much beauty. 
She was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged on June 19, 1853, but her sentence 
was commuted. Shewas sent to the Au- 
burn State Reformatory. 


MILLIONS, DEPEND 
UPON DECISIO 


New York Fiscal Officers Antici- 
pate Favorable Ruling on 
Franchise Tax Law Case. 


NEW YORK, May 15.—Twenty-six million 
dollars will be contributed to the tax fund 
of Greater New York if the decision ex- 
pected today from the United States Su- 
preme Court on the franchise tax law 
should be favorable to the city. 

In the hope of a victory for the city, 
Comptroller Grout has for the last three 
days had his office force busy preparing a 
complete tabulation of all the taxes due 
the city under the franchise tax law, to- 
gether with interest, since the law went 
into effect in 1900. This is the first tabu- 
lation made for three years and the totals 


the expectations even of Comptroller Grout. 


For Manhattan alone the amount due is 
$17,904,700, wihich includes $2,880,200 on un- 
paid taxes. 

From all five boroughs the total amount 
due for taxes alone, without any calcu- 
lation for interest of penalties ts 141,768. 
To this sum there is to be edded about 
$3,500,000, and at least another million for 
penaities which will drive the total to 
$27,000,000. These figures bring the amounts 
due to June 1 next. 

As soon as the decision is received the 
Comptroiler will take steps to collect the 
money if it be favorable to the city.

TEACHERS’ POOR PAY 


Rabbi Harrison Declares Misera- 
ble Parsimony to “Noblest 
Servants” Disgraceful. 


ASKS DECENT LIVING WAGE 


Shows Policemen and Bricklayers 
Are Better Paid Than &t. 
Louis’ Veteran Instructors. 


Before an immense assemblage, which 
packed the entire Auditorium and every 
space of the gallery, Rabbi Leon Har- 
rison of the Temple Israel, 2800 Pine street, 
gave the last lecture of the season in the 
temple Sunday morning, in which he scored 
the City School Board for what he termed 
*ne shameful manner in which the city un- 
derpays its teachers. 

Hundreds. of teachers were in the audi- 
ence and they showed intense interest in 
the speaker's remarks as he disclosed the 
value of the teachers, their responsibilities 
and the faithfulness which they performed 
their duties. Rabbi Harrison used for his 
subject, ‘Our Teachers; Their Underes- 
timation and Underpayment.”’ 

He gave an interestfng table, which 


showed the perc e of salaries the 
teachers were paid in other cities, and de- 
olared that among the leading cities of the 
country there was not one, with the excep- 
tion of Philadelphia, that paid its teachers 
less than did St. Touts.

Rabbi Harrison opened his lecture by 
Saying: ‘“‘I esteem {t an honor to be en- 
abled to speak a word of acknowledgment 
and to plead for justice for the great army 
of benefactors on this disclosing day of our 
Sunday circle. To speak to the teachers 
of the commonwealth is to speak to the 
nurses of the mind, the trustees of the 
future and the guardians of our intellectual 
tg 

n a brief way he told of the honor and 
high offices the teachers and the ancient 
rabbis held as they taught in the syna- 
gogue, which was then a school also. 

e spoke in part as follows: 

“All nor to the teachers! They wear 
no unifonms, yet are the real soldiers, 
fighting tirelessly against ignorance, vice 
and crime. Henor the teachers! They 
carry not the portfolio of statesmen, yet 
they are the nation builders, the state sus- 
tainers. Honor the teachers! They are 
mot Thomas Jeffersons, yet they sign for 
every child his declaration of manly inde- 
pendence. Honor them. those true cus- 
todians of our temple of liberty, the stand- 
ing army of our holy war for God's own 
light of truth. Honor them! 
greatest. 
we a 

“I have buried fair women that 
fallerz, at their post of duty at the hn 
er's desk, martyrs to conscienee and to 
their holy task, wasted away by that im- 
perious call that bids the teacher give not 
only her knowledge but herself, her heart 
and soul. her whole being, her personality 
to the children. that its tenderness and 
beautv and nobleness may suffuse them 
and bless them and become theirs.”’ 


Policemen Better Paid. 


Dr. Harrison spoke of the preponderance 
of women as teachers and after going 
somewhat into detail as to the salaries 
ay in S&. Louis and other cities, he 
nla 

“I would rether be a policeman. A 
common liceman earns his money, too. 
I honor them and do not by a single word 
undervalue them. But a common police- 
man earns more than any public achool 
teacher in the city of St. Loufs. I suppose 
it ig worth more to the enlightened aity 
of St. Louis to crack a skulM than to Ail 
it. But the policeman have votes. A po- 
lice captain in St. Louis receives more pay 
than any M@strfct school principal in the 
city.
